For a Subjeft that by his 
own Confeſſion has done amiſs, to.beg Pardon of his 
Soveraign? How long has it been a point of eithes 
Bravery, or Conſcience , for a man to be ſo Averſe 
to the Saving of his Life, asto oppole the only Pro- 
per and poſſible (nay the Lawful and Honourable) 
means of preſerving it ?
